AYOT ST. LAWRENCE, England, Thursday, Nov. 
(U.2)-George Bernard Shaw, one of the greatest playwrights 
of all time, died early Thursday at the age of 94, 
The long and incredible drama 
of his life came to its close in his 
red brick Victorian mansion 
“Shaw's Corner” some seven 
weeks after he slipped on the 
pebbly border of his garden and 
fractured his thigh. 
His housekeeper, Mrs. Alice 
Laden, came to the gate and told 
waiting newsmen “Shaw is dead.” 
She said death came at 4:59 
a. m. (11:59 p. m. Wednesday 
EST). 
| Jronically it was not the 
fracture that caused his death. 
Astounding his doctors, Shaw's 
“brittle bones,” as he called them, 
knit perfectly after an operation 
despite his great age. 
But the shock of his fall stirred 
into fatal activity a latent kidney 
bladder infection that might other- 
wise have lain dormant for vears. 
, Last Sept. 11, Shaw was taken 
‘trom this tiny village—where he 
iwrote many of the plays, essays 
and ideas that stirred the whole 
‘world—to Luton dustable hospital. 
| After an operation on his thigh 
he underwent two operations for 
this kidney bladder. With the in-

It was kaleidoscopic. It’s almost 
impossible to describe all you saw 
and heard. It happened so quickly. 

At the time I saw the policeman 
shot down in the street, some oth- 
er policemen came running out 
of 17th Street into Pennsylvania 
Avenue, with their guns drawn. 
But the whole tragic episode end- 
ed so quickly, there was nothing 
for these policemen to do. They 
went to the help of the policeman 
shot down in the street. 

The two assassins were both 
shot down but one was shot down 
behind a hedge and I did not see 
who shot him.

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Rearmament Is a Long, Tough Job 


If there has been in recent weeks too 
much complacency about the job of rearma- 
ment it ought to be upset by new develop- 
ments in Korea and by warnings from 
Washington officials and industrial leaders. 

In Korea Russian-made jet fighters have 
attacked our planes. The Air Force be- 
lieves the enemy planes are based in China. 
Obviously, the North Korean Communists 
do not possess their own jet fighters which 
they are putting into battle at this late 
date. Reports of Chinese troops in action 
in Korea already have been confirmed. 

The Communists would like to drag out 
the fighting into the Winter months, pro- 
viding an excellent opportunity for guer- 
rillas to harass our forces and perhaps pav- 
ing the way for an organized counteroffen- 
sive next Spring. That way United States 
and other United Nations troops would be 
tied up in the Korean fighting for months 
to come. Virtually all our available ready 
fighting men, except those in Germany, 
are in Korea. Until new units could be 
trained this country would be without ade- 
quate defense and there would be no addi- 
tional troops to send into Western Europe 
in event of a Russian attack there. 

At home the chief enemy is inflation. 
Credit controls and allocation of materials 
already have been imposed. More will

Reports yesterday showed collections of

That Atlantans fulfill their obligation 
to the 31 agencies participating in the Chest, 
most of them assisting children, is a mat- 
ter of community pride. A successful drive 
this vear will be the second in succession. 


Harllee Branch, Jr., campaign chairman, 
says raising the full quota is predicated 
on only two conditions. One is a full and 
devoted effort by the 7,000 Chest workers 
who already have set something of a rec- 
ord for hard work. The second is a warm 
and generous reception by all Atlantans 
who have not yet contributed. 

Donations don’t have to be large. In 
fact, one big effort of the campaign this 
year is directed at contributions of $5 
and less.. Last year more than 76,000 con- 
tributors were in this category and it is 
hoped there will be more this vear. The 
wider the participation the more the Chest 
drive takes on the tone of a genuine, all- 
out community effort. 

Doubtless practically everybody intends 
to contribute to the Community Chest. 
Many, though, have for one reason or an- 
other, postponed the time of their actual 
gift. With onlv two days left to go, now 
is the time for them to come forward. 
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Two Proposals 
For Safety's Sake 


A committee named by Gov. Talmadge 
to draft a new traffic code for Georgia is 
considering mandatory jail sentences for 
the second offense of drunken driving. 

The proposed law would invoke 10 days 
to a year in jail or a $100 to $1,000 fine as 


higher taxes. There already is talk of 
longer working hours, and that well mav 
become a reality when military orders 
begin to appear in volume. 

There will be higher prices and fewer 
civilian goods. The Agriculture Depart- 
ment predicts food prices will reach rec- 
ord levels next year. Use of copper, nickel 
and aluminum in civilian goods will be 
ordered cut 20 to 30 percent, curtailing the 
supply of radios, television sets and auto- 
mobiles. 

Economic Stabilization Director Alan 
Valentine has put the country on notice 
to expect rough going ahead. 

“We need,” he said, “to formulate a pro- 
gram for defense production, not for four 
years but possibly for much longer.” 

At about the time Mr. Valentine was 


‘ speaking those words the head of the Na- 


tional Association of Manufacturers, Claude 
A. Putnam, was warning America would 
be a “garrison state” for many years. 

It is going to be a long, hard pull that 
will require sacrifices nét merely from 
those going into the armed forces, but from 
every body.

the first sentence in a drunk driving case 
and a minimum of 90 days in jail for the 
repeater. Maximum sentence for the sec- 
ond offense would be a year in prison and 
a $1,000 fine. 

The proposed code also calls for annual 
automobile inspection. Involved here is a 


‘ tremendous physical problem, but it is not 


beyond solution. Some states and many 
cities long have required inspection of au- 
tomobiles. From the number of decrepit 
jalopies on our highways, inspection ob- 
viously is ngeded in Georgia. 

Surely no one can find fault with those 
two recommendations toward safety. If 
anything, the drunk driving provision is 
still too lenient. We'd be in favor of a 
mandatory jail sentence for the first of- 
fense. 

The General Assembly should not hesi- 
tate to enact these two features of the code 
into law.

Samuel Candler Dobbs Sr. was a man 
of many affairs, but he was never too busy 
to take a deep and abiding interest in 
Georgia educational and charitable insti- 
tutions, to which he contributed hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

Mr. Dobbs’ rise in the business world 
was the Horatio Alger type story. Com- 
ing to Atlanta from Carroll County, he 
began work for a drug concern owned by 
his uncle, Asa G. Candler. Five years later 
he became connected with the Coca-Cola 
Company and began a rapid climb which 
ultimately led him to the presidency of that 
firm. He later relinquished the presidency 
of Coca-Cola but continued as a director. 
He also served as a director of other na- 
tional and international concerns. 

Mr. Dobbs’ chief interests were under- 
privileged children and education. He gave 
large sums to many charities and his gifts 
to Emory University, Reinhardt College 
and LaGrange College for Women are said 
to have totaled $1,000,000 in the past 10 
years. 

If Mr. Dobbs enjoyed his brilliant suc- 
cess as a businessman, he enjoyed even 
more giving his money and attention to 
help provide educational facilities for those 
who otherwise might not have them. In 


_his death Georgia has suffered a grievious

Democrats Have 
‘Favorite’ Role 


WASHING TON—Considering the high state of 
prosperity the country is enjoying—the number 
of people with jobs, good wages, farm prices 

and unprecedented corporate profits—it is inconceivable that the 
Democrats are in for any major upset in the Nov. 7 elections. 
According to all past political traditions, the party in power is usu- 
ally the beneficiary of prosperous times such as the present and 
the Democrats have the advantage of occupying that position. 

Hence it would be a surprise no less than President Truman's 
upset victory over Gov. Thomas E. Dewey two years ago if the 
Democrats failed to come out on top in the current battle over the 
control of Congress. The overwhelming consensus of competent 
political observers here is that the Republicans, while scheduled 
to make some gains in both houses, will fall short of the mark 
of an outright majority in either. 


Different The best evidence of how the situation stacks up 

in the final moments of the campaign is to be found 
in the attitude of the leaders of the two major parties. Democrats, 
for their part, are calm and confident, whereas the Republicans 
are a bit forlorn and only hopeful. 

Perhaps a better insight into the situation comes from what the 
leaders are saying privately, since customarily both sides usually 
claim everything publicly. The Democrats not only say they are 
going to keep their grip on Congress, they insist they are going 
to increase their hold. And they are saying this privately as well 
as publicly, confiding that the reports they are getting from the 
field sound almost too good to be true. 

On the other hand, the Republicans admit privately that they 
do not see where the gains are coming from to enable them to 
overturn the present heavy majority the Democrats hold in the 
lower House. As for the Senate, about the best they can see there 
is a gain of four or five seats, with a net gain of seven needed to 
give them control. 

Even Chairman Guy Gabrielson, of the Republican National 
Committee, has been talking in a somewhat restrained note for one 
in his position. He is sticking to his earlier prediction that the 
GOP will gain a minimum of five Senate seats and a minimum of 
25 to 30 House seats—neither of which would be sufficient. The 
Republicans will need 46 additional seats to take over in the House. 

If the usual discount is applied to Chairman Gabrielson’s esti- 
mate as to Republican prospects, the GOP would do well to gain 
about half the number needed in both houses, which put the fig- 
ures back to a point accepted by most observers. 


All Smiles Contrasted with this rather pessimistic outlook 
. by the Republicans, the Democrats are positively 
optimistic. Administration leaders think they have spotted a late- 
starting Democratic trend which some think has the makings of 
showing an actual party gain in the battle over Congress. Few 
observers think the “trend,” if there is one, will go that -far, 
however. Only once in modern history has the party in power 
increased its Congressional representation in an off-year election. 
That was in 1934, when the Roosevelt tide was in its flood stage. 

The history of off-year elections, when no Presidential contest 
is involved, is for the party in power to lose strength. Losses rather 
than gains in Congress are the order of the day.

The Dragon’s Teeth 


In Gainesville Daily Times 


A somewhat frustrated, if not, in fact, desperate attitude, may 
be heard expressed from all quarters of the State by people who 
are concerned with the lack of organized opposition to Herman 
Talmadge and his attempts to create a machine in Georgia politics. 
It could be that Mr. Talmadge’s latest move to weld his name-plate 
to the Governor’s desk will start a political backfire that might 
blast him right out of office. 


Various Reasons In the past a great many people have 

voted and campaigned against Mr. Tal- 
madge for purely political reasons—simply a case of the outs 
wanting in. Another large group of voters have opposed him 
because of the sometimes shady, sometimes outright brutal tactics, 
both alleged and proved, used by the Governor to gain and keep 
office. Some oppose him for political reasons, others for reasons 
of principle. 

This opposition solidifies during actual campaigns for office, but 
seldom has shown the least cohesion after the votes are counted. 
The opposition sits back and waits for the passage of four years, 
hoping it can win next time. This is usually the fate of political 
factions built on opposition rather than concrete, constructive 
programs. 

Now, however, Mr. Talmadge has started tinkering with one of 
the basic rights of a democratic people—their vote. And the people 
are fighting back. The organization of this defense, although rather 
sketchy, is being made on different lines from the usual campaign 
opposition. It is made up of people who realize the great depth to 
which the county unit system cuts into their political rights. They 
are fighting FOR something, and they have rallied together for 
the battle. Their attitude is positive rather than negative. The 
issue of an equal vote is at stake rather than personalities and 
politics. Their strength has a chance of survival in a cohesive 
organization. 

The strength already possessed by those defending their rights 
is shown in the typically Talmadge speech the Governor delivered 
recently advocating the passage of the constitutional amendment 
that would extend the county unit system to our general elections. 
Our Governor usually reserves this sort of oratory for his campaigns. 

* He wrapped his bitter, undemocratic pill in 
Sugar Coated the “sugar’’-coating of race hatred, booger-man 
words describing his version of city folks’ political ambitions and 
fantastic predictions of what will come to our courts and county 
governments unless the amendment is passed. 

This “sugar” is becoming increasingly distasteful to the people 
of Georgia. And, more and more citizens are waking up to the 
fact that few of the horrors described by Mr. Talmadge have 
existed for long in Southern States without a county unit system. 

A State-wide committee has been formed in defense of the 
equal vote. This committee, albeit loosely tied together, could 
perhaps be the nucleus of the long-dreamed-of second party in 
Georgia politics. It needs but a name and support by those 
Georgians who desire political campaigns fought out along the 
lines and issues and platforms rather than personalities and per- 
sonal ambitions. 

If a second political party has been conceived in Mr. Tal- 
madge’s amendment, whether it is passed or defeated, then we can 
say the Governor has performed at least one service for prog- 
ress in Georgia.

1. Some teachers probably most definitely 
want and need Summer employment. It is my 
most critical problem. With a family of several 
wee ones, it is impossible to go off to work, 
nearly, and at any rate most unprofitable. The 
answer, satisfactory to all teachers, is to guaran- 
tee all teachers Summer work if they want it. 
Let those who want off rest (I never heard of 
this), study or trave] or get other jobs. But hire 
teachers on a 12-month basis. We could get and 
keep much better people. 

2. A lot of students don’t want Summer 
school—only a fraction prefer it, since papa is 
paying the loafing bill. But, as mentioned, spe- 
cial courses of all types could be arranged, and 
this in turn would give teachers the change which 
is desirable from all standpoints. Many colleges 
have a larger enrollment in the Summer .than 
in the school years. 

3. I believe a remarkable new invention called 
air conditioning would go a long way toward 
fixing this. But, seriously, letting multimillion- 
dollar plants sit idle 25 percent of the time is 
absurd. And @ach year thousands of teachers 
like their Summer work and rate of pay so well 
they never come back. 

Please keep plugging this angle as time goes 
on. It is a sound and right thing.

The GOP Has Been Mending Fences 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 
WASHINGTON—The Republican politica] organization has rallied from the shock of its 1948 


defeat. 


It is still split in some states, notably Pennsylvania, Missouri and New Hampshire, and it 


still hasn't decided whether to give its global soul to Sen. Robert A. Taft or Sen. Arthur H. Van- 
denberg, but it now has more vigor at the top and better organization at the bottom. The leaders 
of the party tend to agree that in the long run only a great figure (guess who), a great inflation or 
@ great depression is likely to bring the party into complete control of the Government in 1952, but 
meanwhile, they are undoubtedly making progress on the reconstruction of an effective political 


machine. 


All kinds of new organizational devices have been tried in this campaign. 


In the first 


place, the GOP has tried with considerable ingenuity to tighten things up at the precinct level, and 
in the second place it has concentrated on organizing something more than money. 


In Colorado, for example, 
where Sen. Eugene Millikin, 
ranking member of the Senate 
Finance Committee, is in a tight 
race, the Republicans have or- 
ganized the urban areas block 
by block, with a large group of 
young volunteers ringing door- 
bells on behalf of a new organi- 
zation called Republican Asso- 
ciates. 


IN OHIO, State Republican 
Chairman Ray C. Bliss has as- 
signed voting quotas to every 
county chairman, based on care- 
ful studies of past elections, in 
the hope of adding between two 


and three percent to the Re- 
publican county totals of 1948. 


This is the system widely 
used by the Community Chest 
in its fund-raising campaigns. 
It is a contest between the 
counties, complete with the 
usual awards eof scrolis and 
plaques te the counties that 
do the best job, and it un- 
doubtedly has provided new 
incentives te these whe are 
trying to re-elect Sen. Taft. 


Special efforts have been made 
by the GOP, too, to get the co- 
operation of so-called nonparti- 
san groups who have special rea- 
sons for wanting to elect a Re- 
publican Congress, notably doc- 
tors, dentists and their wives, 
who oppose the administrations’ 
health insurance plans. 

This particular group, which 
has never in the past been noted 
for its political activity, is more 
effective than is generally real- 
ized. In one large area, for ex- 
ample, an ingenious job has 
been done in getting hospitalized 
patients registered and ready to 
take part in the election. The 
invalid vote may not be decisive, 
but the Republicans figure it 
won't hurt. 

A Republican schoo] of poli- 
tics (how to lick a Democrat in 
five easy lectures) was organ- 
ized last Spring. Experts on po- 
litical organization, some of them 
with distinctly earthy and un- 
‘Republican ideas, have been 
touring the key states training 
the faithful on the art of mobi- 
lizing a lethargic and well-fed 
electorate. And the reports from 
various quarters indicate that 
this has been a useful enterprise. 


THE REPUBLICAN National 
Committee is crying poverty here, 
but in the key races, particularly 
for the Senate, the chances are 
that no Republican wil) lose be- 
cause he was broke. The money

psychological problem before 
the active Republican Party 
organizers teday is almost as 
difficult as the political prob- 
lem of beating the old South- 
big city Demecratic machine in 
a time of prosperity. 


There are, of course, many 
new Republican Party organiz- 
ers, but the leadership is still 
largely in the hands of men in 
their late 40s, 50s or 60s, most of 
whom have been wounded badly 
in the unsuccessful political wars 
against the New and Fair Deals. 

Last time, sure of victory, they 
sat back on their fat prestige and 
were beaten. This time, they 
counted heavily on the Korean 
War to bring them through and 
again they were robbed of a 
major issue by the successful 
Inchon landings, directed by 
their own darling, Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur. 


THE POLITICAL pressures of* 
this situation, on the Republican 
Party organizers and leaders 
after an unexpécted defeat and 
18 years in the political wilder- 


ness, are considerable. Psycho- 
logically, many of these men 
seem to dwell somewhere in the 
political region between despera- 
tion and despair. They are 
spurred on in this election by a 


sense of guilt about their failure 
to organize harder in 1948, but 
are handicapped by the suspi- 
cion, revealed so often in their 
private conversations, that may- 
be some of their candidates are 
crying for a world that is gone. 


Moreover, one is’ conscious 
in talking to these leaders and 
many other sincere and distin- 
guished Republicans this year 
of a personal factor that is 
now beginning to harass them 
in their meditations about 
whether the Republican Party 
should choose the liberal path 
or turn to the right a: an 
avowedly conservative party. 


In short, the Republicans have 
solved many of the problems of 
political organization, but like 
the Democrats, they are still 
deeply divided on the more fun- 
damental questions of political 
philosophy.

Farmers Need 
Cheap Money

he can’t make it pay out in its present limited program of row- 
crops only. 


Another is from a man calling our attention to a program of 
farm credit being adopted (so he says) by the bankers of North 
Carolina. Another letter is from our neighbor Hugh Aiken, of 
Heard-Mixon District in Newton County, who represents the Madi- 
son Production Credit Association, which lends money to respon- 
sible farmers and stockmen in this area. 


The Difference The difference between taking advantage 

: of our unexcelled opportunities in livestock 
farming and of keeping on as we have in the past, depends to a 
great extent on the farmer’s ability to make use of cheap money. 
Like the railroads, power companies and banks, the farmer needs 
greater capital than he individually possesses. 


To make his expansions out of earnings might easily require 
an entire lifetime. To do his fencing, build his pastures, provide 
stock ponds and other essential needs for his livestock requires 
considerable money. To accumulate his herd of brood cattle re- 
quires still more money. To insist that he make these expansions 
out of earnings is like requiring a railroad to build its dams out 
of earnings or a bank to operate on earnings instead of on borrowed 
money. Take the borrowings away from any of these important 
institutions and you wouldn't have much left, certainly not enough 
to meet their requirements. 


The farmer is no different. Give him the opportunity to use 
cheap money over long periods and he can increase production, 
make full use of his time, save on his purchases and manage his 
affairs more profitably.

Put Crime on the Agenda 


As long ago as 1946 Georgia led the nation in the total of persons handed from 
the courts to custody of the state’s penal system. Although national figures for 
the past year aren't available it seems there is a pretty good chance Georgia is 
maintaining its lead, perhaps even going farther out front. The current issue of 
the Statistical Abstract of the U. S. reports that in 1946 3,575 convicted persons 
were committed to custody of the Georgia Board of Corrections. New York was 


second in number of persons transferred to its penal institutions. with 3,150. 


In the fiscal year that 


ended June 30, 1950, Georgia had 5,283 new penal cases. Crime, of course, has been on the upsurge 
during the past few years, so it is taken for granted that all states are gaining in prison population. 


Law enforcement and prison authorities all 
over the country are concerned, naturally, with 
the increase in crime, and many are pondering 
the question, “What to do?” One of the short- 
range conclusions regrettably reached is: Build 
more prisons. Georgia is doing that. But J. B. 
Hatchett, Assistant Director of the State Board 
of Corrections, points out “the place to stop crime 
is before it reaches the penitentiary.” 


Concern with crime, particularly the high 
rate here in Georgia, is part of the problem 
facing the State in trying to provide a better 
future for the one-third of its population that 
is under 15 years of age. Georgia has many 
more children than most States, and it is of 
concern to Georgia that these future citizens 
have a decent place te live. 


Too many of their elders have left Georgia 
during the productive years of their lives, thereby 
denying the State their vitality and income. 

Hatchett says that most of those in Georgia 
prisons are persons with limited education, those 
who dropped out of school early and left the 
main stream of orderly progress to responsibility 
and citizenship. Since only about one-third of 


the white students and one-tenth of the Negro 
students who start out in Georgia's school system 
receive a diploma, it is apparent there is a large 
contribution to this background cause of later 
trouble. 

The schools, of course, can’t do the whole job, 
nor can any program of mental health. The par- 
ents have their own stake, and their own role. 


Georgia's stake is its children—and remember 
that we are dealing with a bumper crop of fu- 
ture citizens—is wrapped up in its schools, its 
health program, and its effort to combat crime. 


Perhaps the inclination is to throw up the 
hands and say what's the use? There always will 
be crime, and there always will be prisons. Yet, 
one finds it difficult to sit and bask in the reve- 
lation Georgia leads the nation in numbers sent 
to penal institutions. Dealing with the intangible 
business of why a person becomes a criminal 
seems difficult at best, but the place to start is to 
have a deep concern with the matter. 

So put crime on the agenda along with the 
other problems Georgians face in planning a bet- 
ter future for the one-third of its population that 
lives today in childhood.

Life Insurance Benefits 
For Women Explained 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


Women, who own forty 
billion dollars of life insur- 
ance (one-fifth of all in the 
United States) have a still 
greater stake in insurance, 
according to a top ranking 
authority. 

Mrs. Marion S. Eberly, Direc- 
tor of the Women’s Division of 
the Institute of Life Insurance, 
gave house- 
keepers, teen- 
agers and 
p r ofessional 
and business 
women a 
crystal clear 
picture of the 
importance of 
life insurance, 
its benefits, 
and gknowl- 
edge, Wed- 
nesday night 
at the third 
Finance Mrs. Eberly 
Forum sponsored by the Citizens 
and Southern National Bank. 


“Because women today are 
sharing with their husbands in 
decisions about family -:.oney 
management, about its spending 
and its investment for the fu- 
ture,” she said, “they are very 
wise in their insistence upon 
understanding the various fi- 
nancial channels available to 
families for creating financial 
security. Women receive abou} 
75% of all payments made be- 
cause of death of the insured.” 

Mrs. Eberly stressed optional 
settlements of life insurance 
policies because they allow the 


policyholder himself, or 
beneficiary, to receive the pro- 
ceeds of the policy in the form 
of income, either for life or for 
a specified number of years in- 
stead of taking the proceeds in 
ohne lump sum payment. 

“These income optional settle- 
ments can be arranged when the 
policy is bought or they can be 
set up later if the family pre- 
fers,” she added. “It is very im- 
portant that every family review 
its insurance program each 
year to be sure the right 
beneficiaries are named.” 

The speaker pointed out that 
many women use life insurance 
to produce immediate cash to 
settle or offset Federal and State 
inheritance taxes. 

The 1948 Revenue Act has 
dramatized a wife's economic 
value to her husband, she said, 
particularly in families having 
an over-all estate of sixty thou- 
sand dollars or more. 

“Women in business and the 
professions,” she said, “most of 
whom have financial responsi- 
bilities to other people, use life 
insurance for the same reason 
men use it. Homemakers own a 
great deal of insurance. This is 
important too, sincs the home- 
maker has her economic value to 
the family in addition to the 
breadwinner. Proceeds of her 
policy, in the event of death 
will provide funds to employ 
skilled help in carrying on the 
comforts of her family. Though 
her worth cannot be expressed 
in terms of dollars, many fam- 
ilies make some _ provision 
for replacing her homemaking 
skills.”

Tests the Spirit

EN ROUTE TO PARIS—I was coasting along with 
tickets to “Call Me Madam” and “Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes” in one hand, a reservation to “Die Meistersinger” 
and the Herald Tribune Forums in the other, feeling very 
smug about a good week in New York, when the phone 
rang.

“Oh, sure,” I said, “it's been years since I've been in Morocco!

There was a moment of silence.

They airmailed a passport and wired some money, and 
all that remained for me to do was to stretch one week's 
supply of clothes for autumn in New York to three weeks’ 
wardrobe in the varying climes of foggy England and sunny 
Cannes, not to mention good old Algiers. write a dozen letters 
proxying work, see about a vaccination, and write four 
columns to tide me over until these could begin coming home 
air mail. In Algiers you trust nobody, not even the cable 
office! 

The next morning, with the aid of the Lon Sullivans, Mrs. 
Roy Booker, Mrs. H. B. Ritchie, of Athens, and the entire Cancer 
Society, which I had come to aid, I made it, with one hour left 
over for sleep. I was the first one at the departure station on 
Fifth Avenue. 

Now, 12 hours later, the lights are on in the big Lockheed 
Constellation and we have been told we are nearing Paris. We 
have flown nonstop over the Atlantic, from New York, and not 
a person on board has even glimpsed the ocean. 

Around me are John Sherman, of the Minneapolis Star- 
Tribune, whose wife, we have discovered, was a school friend 
of mine long ago; Richard West, of the Dallas Morning News; 
Miss Marion McEniry, San Francisco Examiner: Mrs. Eleinor 
Darnton, director of the Women’s National News Service; 
Michel Boutin, French Government Tourist Office, and the 
aforementioned Mr. Reed. They will comprise our own little 
Cook's Tour that will take us as far as Marrakech, Meknes, 
Tlemcen, before we come back again to the Cote d'Azur for a 
few days before a return to New York Nov. 12. 

The young stewardess on the trip has peered out the portholes 
into the early dawn as hungrily as if she had never flown this 
magic span before, counting the stars and exclaiming over the 
banks of clouds above us and below.

Sends 1,000 Adm. conotty Relieved To Head War College 


To Revival 


The largest train delegation in 
the history of Billy Graham's na- 
tional religious crusade streamed 


into Atlanta Thursday night from 
West Point and the Chattahoochee 
Valley. 

More than 1,000 men, women 
and children—many of whom 
went forward to confess following 
Graham's sermon—made the trip. 

Gov. Talmadge greeted the visi- 
tors from a seat in the first row. 

A quartet with a portable organ 
led hymn-singing during the train 
trip. Atlanta Transit Company 
carried the pilgrims to Ponce de 
Leon Tabernacie in 18 buses, di- 
rected them by walkie-talkie 
radio. 

Dr. Graham assailed Commu- 
nists and Red armies in the Orient 
Guring his energetic barrage 
against sin. With his voice crack- 
ing from the effects of a cold, he 
took a moment “to let my throat 
warm up.” He then informed the 
crowd of 13,000 he has “talked 
with many Communists and knows 
some things the State Department 
doesn't know.”
